SANITATION IN SCHOOLS. 

A in, mber of the Louisville board 
ofednoation has ftarted a good move 
by proposing n aanitary Inspector fcr 
the pnhlio aohools. 

The conditions in l'adncab are as 
Kood as thoso in any of the schools, 
but ns the Louisville educator, who is 
a prominent doctor, says, "no schools 
in the country aro taking the precau 
tions that they «hould, and hundreds 
of children have died in Lonisville 
\vho«e lives might have been saved by 
the work of an inspector of learning 
and competence. " 

Oontlnning. be declares: "It ia 
time that nonirtliiuK should be done, 
and it might as well be htartnl in 
Lonisville nt anywhere else. A sani- 
tary inspector— a man fnllv prepared 
to fulfill tho ruiuireiuentr.— should be 
appoint! it. Hi should go to every 
kohool in th.. 1 1 1 v \nd see that it is in 
a sanitary condition. 

"If would not be difficult for him to 
•elect those, children who have the 
disease and who aro sjsj 'nv.r r,ng the 
lives of tbeir school mates. A simple 
test could be made with little trouble, 
and the result would be inUnitely 
beneficial. 

"Tub 'tcnlosis is nothing more nor 
less than consumption except that 
eonsntnption is only used to refer to 
the wasting away of the lnngs, while 
a p rxnn may aa*l tuberculosis of the 
knee or anv etfeei putt of the body.

Captaiu Sheble reorganised 
the Peoria packet line in 187fi and 
operated it fci several years. He re- 
signed to become general passenger 
and freight agent of the Rockford. 
Rock Ifltnd and St. Louis Railway 
compauy. He built and commanded 
34 bouta during his river career, the 
la t being the City of Alton.
